Tho mods opcrand, 
according to instructions from the Peking + 
Ministry of Pablic Safety (Hasunching pn), in 
the event of lack of the neceysury funds in tlie 
official exchequer, is to call n ‘mocting of the 
gentry and wealthy merébunts of a town to 
ask for their co-operation and financial aid to 
start this police force on municipal’ lines. It 
so happened that.o mun of .roactionary viows, 
numed Chang Chien, took ugon himself to op- 
pose the district mugistrate in his now sohomes, 
and to such effect that the latter was in dan- 
ger of fuiling in his work. In consequence 
of this the magistrate called a meotiug 
of the gontry und leading men of the 
town and in their presenca cilled Chang 
Chien to account, severely censuring him. 
This naturally caused the man to “ lose face”

Genero! Husogawa’s action appears to us to 
have been wanton, unjustifiable and uncalled 
for. Ilo apparently tried in ono coup to put an 
affront upon tho Emperor and Crown Princo 
of Cores, the Representatives of tho ‘Lroaty 
Powors, and others who had been invited tu the 
audience. We are not concerned to engnird 
whothor this brilliant idea originated with 
Gonoral Hasegawa himself ov emanated from 
tho Japaaese Government, It is quite xnffictont 
that General Hasegawa is, theoratically, o 
servant of the Japaoess Govornment, and 
that Government is thoreforo responsible for 
bis (Hepsive b+haviour. 

In order to bolster up his contention that the 
alleged Trouty of November 17th was the out- 
come of discussion, Marquis Ito in w spoech 
delivered by him in December last pointed out

THE MATCH TRADE IN CHINA. 


CHINESE MIDDLEMEN'S PROFITS. 

Tho special agent of the United States at 
Shanghoi, in a recent report on the Chinese 
match trade, made the following observations :— 

“Japan is in control of the market for 
matches in Northern China, and’, her . po- 
sition appears to be unassailable 
of the low price at which sho can Jay down 
the product in Shanghai for distriution 
throught Central aod Northern China. Ameti- 
can wannfactorers might be able successfully 
fo compote by the establishment of a plaut 
ju’ China and the introduction of American 


+ :nacitinery and mothods of transacting business, 


but even then, the resalt would-be problematical, 
for it would be necessary to import tho logs 


{from the Uniled States, as China prodaces 


practically uo wood suitable for the manufacture 
of matches, There are now seven match fac- 
tories in: Northern China, three ‘of which are 
running regularly, but they are all sompelled to 
import wood from Japan, and it is regarded as 
assured that if they should become formidable 
competitors in the market the Japanose Govern- 
-ment would impose an export tax ‘on logs 
sufficient tv bill Chinese competition, The 
Japanese’ Government controls the forests of 
Japan, and sella tho timber to match” msnufac- 
turers at a price for below that at which o 
similur article could be bought in the United 
States, while the cost of labour is small, and the 
freight rates between Japan and China low, 
compared with those from the United States. 
These conditions opsrate against the introduc. 


in America. Practically 60 per cent. of the 
matches manufactured in Japan are sold: in 
China, ‘aud, in the northern provinces at Jeast, 
constitute. a8 nearly as can be estimated, about 
96 per cont. of all the matches consumed, 
Great Britain and’ Switzerland are in the 
market, but their salo so limited 2s to be of 
little importazice.~ The highest price for which 
Japanese. matches are sold is 3 conts Moxican 
per dozen boxes (ignred from the price per 
case in taele), inferior grades, of course, 
gelling at lower rates, They can be bought in 


Jargo quantities for 9 conta gold per gross. In 
this business, however, it’ is not the Japanese 
manufacturor who makes the profit, but tho 
Chinese. buyer or middleman, whose annual
